JEREMY Corbyn has promised to 
scrap controversial SATs in 
English and maths for seven and 
11-year-olds. 

In a keynote address to the 
National Education Unions confer¬ 
ence in Liverpool yesterday, he 
delighted rank-and-file teachers, 
school leaders and parents. 

SATs, or national curriculum 
assessments, test primary school 
pupils’ progress and attainment. 

But they have been heavily criti¬ 
cised by teachers who claim “high- 
stress testing” is placing children 
under huge pressure. 

The Labour leader was given a 
standing ovation after telling dele¬ 
gates: “We need to prepare children 
for life, not just for exams. 

SATs and the regime of 
extreme pressure testing 
are giving young children 
nightmares and leaving 
them in tears. 

“I meet teachers of all 
ages and backgrounds 
who are totally over¬ 
worked and over-stressed. 

These are dedicated public 
servants. It’s just wrong.” 

Labour has said the 
policy would relieve 
pressure on overcrowded 
classrooms and the crisis in teacher 
recruitment and retention. 

Mr Corbyn also announced the 
next Labour government will scrap 
baseline assessments for reception 
classes. He said: “Our assessment will 
be based on clear principles. 

“First, to understand the learning 
needs of each child, as every child is 



unique. And second, 
to encourage a broad 
curriculum aimed at 
a rounded educa¬ 
tion. When children have a rich and 
varied curriculum, when they’re 
encouraged to be creative, to develop 
their imagination, there’s evidence 
they do better at... literacy and 
numeracy, too.” 

Dr Mary Bousted, of the NEU, said: 
“Jeremy Corbyn gets it. He recognises

Controversial history of primary school testing 


SATS, officially known as national 
curriculum assessments, test primary 
pupils’ progress and attainment. 

Standard assessment tests in 
English and maths for seven- 
year-olds at Key Stage One 
were introduced in 1991. 

In 1993, SATs were brought in 
for 14-year-olds and for 



11-year-olds in 1995. But in 2009, Ed 
Balls scrapped SATs at age 14, leaving 
just primary-age pupils tested. 

In 2015 ministers brought in 
tougher assessments, criti¬ 
cised by unions opposed to 
1 testing young children. In 2017, 
the Department for Educa¬ 
tion held a consultation

STRESSED School pupil 

Mentally ill 
pupils rising 
warn staff 

TEACHERS say the number 
of pupils with mental health 
problems is soaring and the 
situation is at "crisis point." 

They told the National 
Education Union survey 
personal tragedies could 
be prevented by proper 
government funding. 

The poll of more than 
8,000 teachers showed 
rising concern about the 
"exam factory" testing 
culture. Some 83% had 
seen a rise in mental 
health problems among 
pupils including suicide, 
anxiety and depression. 

The findings were 
presented at the NEU's 
conference in Liverpool. 

In the report, one 
teacher said: "There have 
been three suicides in 
three years in my 
school." 

Another added: "More 
pupils have anxiety about 
doing well at school."

I COULD actually smell Notre Dame 
before I could see it. 

As I walked towards the cathedral, 
a horrible stench of smoke and 
burning hung in the air. 

On the floor beside the cigarette 
butts were hundreds of small pieces 
of black charred ash. 

Just 12 hours earlier 
they had been part of 
history; historic 
paintings, sculptures 
or the 850-year-old 
wooden Notre Dame 
roof. Now they were 




lying in the gutter. It was 
unimaginably sad. 

I first visited Notre Dame 
on a trip as a schoolboy and 
remember being awed by its 
size and grandeur.

and-a-half years ago I sat in the 
pews at a service to remember the 
victims of the Bataclan and the 
other terror attacks.

But Parisians and all of France, 
and indeed the entire world, are in 
mourning again. 

This city has dealt with so much 
tragedy in recent years. 

But it will bounce back and its

Historic England has offered expert help 
after dealing with similar disasters at 
Windsor Castle and Hampton Court. 

Yesterday, the Queen sent a message 
of sympathy to the French people, saying 
she and Prince Philip had been “deeply 
saddened to see the images of the fire”. 

She said: “My thoughts and prayers are 
with those who worship at the Cathedral 
and all of France at this difficult time.” 

PM Theresa May said: “When it comes 
to the daunting task of rebuilding... we 
stand ready to offer our expertise.” 

President Donald Trump also sent 
condolences to Mr Macron in a phone 
call and offered US assistance. 

White House spokeswoman Sarah 
Sanders said: “We remember with 
grateful hearts the tolling of Notre 
Dame’s bells on September 12, 2001, in 
solemn recognition of the tragic 
September 11 attacks on American soil. 

“Those bells will sound again.” 

Philippe Marsset, the vicar general of 
Notre Dame, spoke of witnessing the fire, 
which injured one firefighter, who is in 
hospital with “non life-threatening” 
injuries. Mr Marsset said: “It felt like I 
was looking at a bombing.” 

Surveying the damage, Parisian Eric 
Zelnick, 69, said: “There’s something 
empty, missing. It was the face of Paris, 
now it’s a face missing its teeth.”

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A BRAVE priest praised for comfort¬ 
ing the dying in the Bataclan terror 
attacks became the hero of Notre 
Dame r going into the burning cathe¬ 
dral to save priceless artefacts. 

Jean-Marc Fournier, 53, saved the 
Blessed Sacrament and the Crown of 
Thorns as flames engulfed the building.

Other firefighters formed a human 
chain to rescue hundreds of other items. 

In 2015, Father Fournier ran into the 
Bataclan music venue, where IS terror¬ 
ists murdered 89 people, to pray over the 
dead, and comfort the injured. 

Police opened an investigation into 
the fire yesterday, questioning craftsmen 
from Fe Bras Freres, a firm of “Cathedral 
Restorers”, to establish how it started. 

Paris public prosecutor Remy Heitz 
said his office was “favouring the theory 
of an accident”. 

But he had assigned 50 people to 
work on what he believed would 
be a “long” and “complex” 
investigation. 

It was reported that 
the high altar, installed 
in 1989, was the only 
piece of architecture

Macron pledged to make rebuilding the 
cathedral a “national project”. 

In a televised address to the nation, he 
said: “We will rebuild Notre Dame even 
more beautifully, and I want it to be 
completed in five years. We can do it. 

“It is up to us to change this disaster 
into an opportunity to come together.” 

As he spoke, £520million had already 
been pledged to a fund set up to pay for 
the rebuilding of the gothic cathedral. 

Bernard Arnault, head of the FMVH 
luxury goods group and the richest man 
in France, put up £170million. 

On Monday, while the cathedral was 
still ablaze, tycoon Francois-Henri 
Pinault, who is married to Hollywood 
actress Salma Hayek, pledged £85million.

Crumbling 
Palace is 
'huge risk' 

FEARS are growing for 
the safety of the Houses 
of Parliament following 
the blaze in Paris. 

Concerns over cost 
and public opinion have 
dogged a restoration 
project for the World 
Heritage site, which could 
cost £4billion. 

But MPs have 
repeatedly warned the 
building is at risk of a 
serious fire and needs 
urgent refurbishment. 

Jeremy Corbyn said the 
Paris blaze was "very, very 
sad", and warned of the 
dilapidated condition of 
the Palace of Westminster. 

He said: "Afire risk is 
obviously huge with a 
building that has so much 
wood within it." 

Last year Commons 
leader Andrea Leadsom 
warned Parliament was a 
"hotch potch" of pipes 
and wiring that was 
ageing faster than it was 
possible to repair. 

The lack of safety 
features means a team of 
30 fire officers are on 
patrol 24 hours a day.

No bells for 
the victims 
of Grenfell 

A GRENFELL Tower 
survivor told of her anger 
as Westminster Abbey's 
bells were rung to mark 
the Paris blaze but not 
for the disaster which 
claimed 72 lives. 

The bells rang at 
5.43pm last night to mark 
the time the blaze at the 
famous cathedral began. 

But Aalya Moses, 59, 
said: "We lost 72 lives. 
Surely that should mean 
some bell-ringing? 

"Thank God there were 
no lives lost at Notre 
Dame. It's a tragedy but it 
can be rebuilt. 

"We lost lives at 
Grenfell, we lost our 
homes. It was my home."

A "POLLEN bomb" of toxic pollution 
is expected to hit Britain this week. 

Asthma sufferers are being urged to take 
measures to avoid potentially fatal attacks. 

Rising temperatures have led trees to 
spew out irritant pollen as traffic smog and 
factory fumes blow in from France. 

When pollen and pollution levels rise at 
the same time they can create a “deadly” 
cocktail of irritants. 

Pollution attaches to pollen forming 
supercharged allergy particles which are 
more likely to be felt in built-up areas. 

Sonia Munde, of Asthma 
UK, said: ‘Around 
3.3 million people I 
with asthma are 
affected by pollen, 
which can cause 
wheezing, a tight 
chest or coughing. 

“Trees have been 
releasing pollen for 
weeks but the warm 
weather will make levels spike. Pollen 
counts will hit “high” in the South, central 
areas and parts of the North, by the middle 
of the week, the Met Office said. 

Government forecasts show moderate 
pollution building across the South and 
West and parts of the East today. 

The smog is likely to clear in parts by the 
weekend but pockets of dirty air will remain 
into Good Friday, the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs said. 

European air-monitoring service 
PrevAir said ozone levels in areas including 
Scotland and southwest England could 
rise above the level the World Health 
Organisation classes as a concern.

THE cost of running a fam¬ 
ily car has accelerated 
through the £100-a-week 
barrier for the first time. 

Figures from the Office 
for National Statistics 
show the average house¬ 
hold now spends £5,278 a 
year on motoring. 

More than a third of this 
cost is buying a car, which 
averages £1,856 a year. 

But the biggest rise in 
the past year was insur¬ 
ance, which soared 10% to 
a new high of £718 a year. 

Fuel costs were higher at 
£1,388, but still lower than 
in previous years. 

The wealthiest spent 
over £10,000 a year and the 
poorest just £2,543, with 
the main difference the 
amount spent buying a car. 

The AA said: “This 
shows how vital it is for 
drivers to manage costs.”

THE Duchess of Sussex may be 
part of the Royal Family, but her 
hunt for an American nanny 
shows her heart is still very 
much in her homeland. 

And in what could be another 
nail in the coffin of royal tradition, 
eight-months pregnant Meghan 
and husband Prince Harry are even 
open to the idea of 
having a male help 
for their tot, which 
would be a first. 

The 37-year-old 
has instructed staff 
at a recruitment 
agency to find a 
suitable candidate 
to start in the next 
three months. 

A source said: 

“Meghan and Harry 
have clear ideas on 
how to bring up 
their children. 

Meghan was clear in telling 
recruiters she favours an American 
over a Brit and wants them to feel 
part of the family rather than a 
uniformed member of staff. 

“That is important to her, she’s 
never hidden the fact she is fiercely 
proud of her American roots. They 
are keen to explore the possibility 


of a male nanny.” The worker will 
“earn up to £70,000 a year, 
depending on experience”. It is 
understood candidates are to be 
interviewed by the royal couple. 

The successful one will be based 
at their new Frogmore Cottage 
home in the grounds of Windsor 
Castle and have use of a car. 

Their recruitment agency in 
Kensington, West Fondon, 
specialises in providing bilingual 
childminders as well as Norland 
nannies, who have 
long been favoured 
by the Royal Family. 

William and Kate 
hired Spanish Maria 
Teresa Borrallo, a 
graduate of the Bath 
college, which 
opened in 1892. 

Nannies dress in 
brown uniforms and 
wear felt hats 
bearing a letter N. 
Only a handful of 
men have attended 
Norland, with the first two gradu¬ 
ating last year. 

Meghan will also break with 
decades of royal tradition by not 
parading their baby on the hospital 
steps, instead choosing to post 
pictures on Instagram.

Former Chief Insp Rob Leet, 44, had a 
secret 18-month fling with married traffic 
officer Sgt Sarah Porter, 38. 

The pair pulled into lay-bys and had sex 
after making up false appointments as an 
excuse to meet each other. 

They exchanged a series of "graphic" 
emails and texts during the fling, which 
took place between 2015 and 2017. 

Dad-of-four Leet also met up with a 
former victim of domestic violence for sex 


while he was on duty. He was suspended 
from his £60,000-a-year role as area 
commander after the 2017 allegations. 

Leet guit his post with Sussex Police a 
month before the disciplinary hearing 
after 22 years' service. 

A panel in Lewes, East Sussex, found 
him guilty in his absence of four charges 
of gross misconduct after two days of 
evidence. His wife attended the two-day 
hearing but refused to comment.

ON paper, they have little in common. Born 
50 years apart, one is a Remainer and Cor- 
bynista student from a big city, the other a 
gran from a small town who votes Tory and 
cannot wait to leave the European Union. 

Retired nurse Ada Pratt, 72, and student 
Jon Lyons Connor, 22, were the first ever 
participants of our new project Britain Talks. 

After two chats, neither Ada or Jon had 
changed their views about Brexit or who is 
best running the country. But they had 
changed their views about each other. 

“I realise now, you’re not just one of the 17.4 
million people who voted Leave, you’re a real 
person,” Jon, who lives in Manchester’s hip 
Northern Quarter, tells Ada. 

“You care about this country. People say 
older people backed Leave, they’ve messed 
things up. But you did it for your grandchil¬ 
dren, to make things better.” 

Ada, who lives in a neat terrace in Little- 
borough, near Rochdale, Greater Manchester, 
admits she enjoyed spending time with Jon. 

“It’s nice to meet a young person willing to 
listen to some old lady talking,” she says. “It’s 
been nice to disagree without arguing. 

It’s hard to have a sensible 
conversation since the vote.” 

Born in Dundee, before 
moving to Littleborough 1 
as a young nurse, Ada 
voted for Brexit 
because she believes it 
is best for the NHS, in 
which she worked for 
40 years. She also

worries about the EU’s lack of accountability, 
the power of the European Courts and a loss 
of sovereignty. And she believes services in 
her town are being stretched by immigration, 
and feels patronised by anyone who writes 
Brexiteers off as ill-informed or racist. 

Originally from Newton Heath, north 
Manchester, Jon is the son of a delivery driver 
and a bakery assistant. 

The politics student at Salford University 
is Manchester’s youngest Labour councillor, 
and a student union officer. 

Jon sees the positive effect of EU member¬ 
ship through the redevelopment and invest¬ 
ment surrounding his rented flat. He worries 
life will get even tougher for his community 
and generation after Brexit. 

During the referendum 
campaign, he was shocked 
at the division, even 
^ watching rival 
campaigners brawl 
in the street. 

The things Jon 
and Ada have in 
common are 
obvious from the 
outset. Ada is

wearing a bee-themed scarf to commemorate 
the Manchester arena attack, while Jon has a 
bee tattoo on his wrist. 

Both describe themselves as “ordinary, 
working class people” trying to make sense of 
an extraordinary situation. During their 
meetings, they also discovered they shared a 
love of Netflix crime dramas, takeaways, pride 
in the NHS and in their families. 

Both are prudent and house-proud with 
busy, sociable lives, spending days and nights 
helping others. Ada volunteers with homeless 
people and Jon works hard as a councillor to 
support local people. 

“We have quite a lot in common,” Jon says. 
“We both care about where we live and want 
the best for our city and country, we just have 
different ideas about what happens next. I 
share some of the pride Ada has about where 
she’s from. It’s just that for me, it’s about being 
a Mancunian, then British, then European.” 

The pair will never agree on whether or not 
we should leave the EU, but gain a deeper 
understanding of each other’s points of view 
and a mutual respect. 

“I know why you voted how you did, I know 
where your ideas were coming from,” Ada 
tells Jon. “I’ve learned more about where EU 
money goes, what it does in the city, no one 
ever really said that before. I’m shocked at 
how expensive it is to live in Manchester. 

“Jon is a lovely person. He has voted based 
on what he believes in, he’s done the research, 
he really has. But I don’t think that much will 
change when we’re out, we will adapt, we’ll 
find ways to do things like we did before we 
joined. I remember that. Jon doesn’t. I hope 
I’ve reassured him it will be okay’’

Scholes faces 
FA charge on

FORMER England and Manchester 
United star Paul Scholes is facing 
an FA gambling rap. 

The 44-year-old midfield legend 
has been charged over wagers he 
allegedly placed on games. 

An FA statement yesterday said: 
“Paul Scholes has been charged 
with misconduct in relation to the 
FA’s betting rules. 

“It is alleged he placed 140 bets 
on football matches, contrary to FA 
Rule E8, between 17 August, 2015 
and 12 January, 2019.

“He has until 26 April, 2019 to 
respond to the charge.” 

Scholes made 720 appearances 
for Manchester United in all 
competitions, winning 11 Premier 
League titles. 

As part of his glittering career he 
also won 66 England caps, scoring 
14 times. 

After retiring from playing in 
2013 he later became a part-owner 
of Salford City FC alongside former 
United team-mates. 

Scholes quit as director of the 
National League club in February 
to take over as manager of 
Oldham Athletic. 

But he spent only 31 days in the 
job, insisting his position at the Sky 
Bet League Two outfit had 
become untenable.

EATING red or processed 
meat four times a week 
increases the risk of bowel 
cancer, a study found. 

The researchers found 
that one in 15 men and 
one in 18 women born 
after 1960 would be diag¬ 
nosed with bowel cancer. 

The risk rose 20% with 
every 25g of processed 
meat - roughly a rasher of 
bacon or slice of ham - 
people ate per day. 

And it increased by 19% 
with every daily 50g 
portion of red meat, about 
a thick slice of roast beef or 
a lamb chop. 

Author Prof Tim Key, of 
Oxford University, said: 
“Our results strongly 
suggest people who eat red 
and processed meat four 
or more times a week have 
a higher risk.”

POLICE are hunting a woman who 
has been pouring acid on cars in a 
village while wearing a devil mask 
and a wig. 

She is also suspected of posting porn 
through the letterboxes of locals. 

The middle-aged maniac, who strikes 
with a male accomplice, has caused 
thousands of pounds worth of damage. 

But villagers fear they too could be 
targeted unless the woman is found. 

Parish councillor Andrew Clarke said: 
“Police need to catch those responsible 
before it escalates. Can you imagine if 


somebody caught them in the act? They 
are likely to throw the acid over them.” 

Local John Hurley’s Renault Megane 
Scenic was attacked by the mystery 
woman. The 73-year-old, who fears his 
car could be a write-off due to the 
damage, said: “It’s devastating to think 
there are people in our community who 
could do this.” 

A neighbour, whose Land Rover 
Freelander was targeted, captured the 
pair on their home CCTV system. 

The victim said: “Our security cameras 
showed at least two people involved in 
the attack on our vehicle and property. 

“One was a stout, bald middle-aged 


man wearing glasses, accompanied by a 
tallish middle-aged woman who was 
wearing a devil’s mask, black curly wig, 
a poncho and boots with a distinctive 
thick white sole. 

“She proceeded to throw acid all 
over our black Freelander. 

‘A wig and devil’s mask was 
later recovered along with an 
acid bottle cap, which was 
handed to the police.”

hoodie and scarf who hurled acid over 
their vehicle in St Briavels, Glos, which 
has a population of just 1,000. 

The villager said: “It would appear 
these are copycat attacks carried out by 
a small group of people. My wife or I 
could have easily disturbed them 
and been seriously injured or 
maimed for life.” 

Gloucestershire Police are 
investigating the attacks, 
which have happened 
over a period of 
18 months.

Nasa's £53m 
Armageddon 
style mission

NASA has awarded Elon 
Musk’s SpaceX £53million 
for a potentially Earth¬ 
saving mission similar to 
the film Armageddon. 

The US agency wants 
the billionaire’s aerospace 
firm help with the first- 
ever attempt to deflect an 
asteroid by crashing into it. 

In scenes similar to the 
1998 Bruce Willis movie, 
the Double Asteroid Redi¬ 
rection Test aims to divert 
objects that threaten to hit 
the Earth’s atmosphere. 

The mission is due to 
launch by a Falcon 9 rocket 
from Vandenberg Air Force 
Base in California in 2021. 

The following year it will 
try to hit a 540ft moonlet 
travelling at 13,500mph. 

Nasa said: “It will change 
the moonlet’s speed in 
orbit enough to be meas¬ 
ured by Earth telescopes.”

A GIRL of 12 who wrote "RIP" on 
her heel before hanging herself had 
struggled with social media 
pressure, a coroner said yesterday. 

Alan Moore said Jessica Scatterson, 
who had claimed she was bullied at 
school, “felt emotionally overwhelmed”. 

He added: “The level 
and the intensity of her 
activity on social media 
platforms, particularly 
in the build-up to her 
death, cannot have 
failed to have influenced 
her thinking, her state of 
mind and intentions.” 

The inquest was told 
Jessica’s friends called 
police after she posted a 
snap of her foot with “RIP” on it. 

Officers went to her home in the early 
hours and her father Christopher 
Scatterson, 41, found his child in her 
bedroom surrounded by cuddly toys. 

She was pronounced dead in April 
2017 two days before her 13th birthday. 

A paramedic noticed cuts on her legs 
and the message on her heel. 

Notes that referred to suicide, plus 
the name of an alleged bully, were 
found. Police inspector Hannah Friend

said: “These contained a hand-drawn 
picture of someone being hanged.” 

Unpleasant messages between her 
and her friends were found on her iPad, 
along with a group photo, in which one 
of the faces had been scratched out. 

The inquest heard her friends knew 
she had self-harmed, but did not tell her 
family or teachers at 
Penketh High School in 
Warrington, Cheshire. 

An alleged bullying 
incident was reported 
to police but no action 
was taken. 

Her friends told 
| officers she “gave as 
I good as she got”. 

about to turn 13 She lived with her 
father, who told the 

hearing in Warrington he was unaware 
she was depressed or self-harming. 

Wendy Walsh, a pastoral adviser at 
the school, said: “Jessica was worried 
about his emotional health.” 

Senior coroner for Cheshire Mr 
Moore said a letter the schoolgirl 
posted online listing six reasons to take 
her life was “highly significant”, calling 
it “heart-breaking”. Verdict: Suicide.

Grassroots Tories hatch new 'ditch May' plot 



VOTE THREAT Theresa May

FED-UP local Tory chiefs aim to 
dump Theresa May sooner than 
planned using little-known 
powers in the party rule book. 

An emergency meeting of the 
Conservatives’ National Conven¬ 
tion, which represents the grass¬ 
roots, can be called if 65 local 
chairmen agree, paving the way 
for a no-confidence vote. 

Brexit-backing Tories are 
furious at the Prime Minister’s 


handling of the UK’s departure 
from the EU and signatures are 
already being gathered. 

One Tory chairman involved 
told the Mirror: “If she doesn’t go 
before the European elections 
we’ll be hammered. The problem 
lies not just with her Brexit deal, 
but her poor leadership.” 

Tory officials expect heavy 
losses in the poll, which would 
not have taken place if Brexit had 
happened on schedule. Some 


predict around half of their 18 
MEPs could go, and Downing 
Street is under pressure to close 
down its current talks with 
Labour - deeply unpopular with 
members - to limit the damage. 

Labour leader Jeremy Corbyn 
has accused the Government of 
“dithering” and signalled he 
would back binding Commons 
votes to break the impasse. 

He laid the blame for the stalled 
talks on a Tory desire to turn the 


UK into a deregulated, low-tax 
economy - and played down fears 
that Labour, which announces its 
own MEP candidates today, could 
suffer at the hands of the new 
Brexit party. 

“Nigel Farage is not the answer 
to anyone’s problem,” he said. 

EU Council president Donald 
Tusk has hinted at a further 
extension of Brexit by saying that 
British MEPs “will be there for 
several months, maybe longer”.

Sainsbury’s 
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B eing given the terrifying and 
devastating diagnosis of breast 
cancer was the toughest moment 
of Corrie star Sally Dynevor’s life. 
But 10 years on and fit as a fiddle she 
is marking the landmark with the biggest 
challenge she has put herself through. 

At the age of 55 Sally will embark on a 
12-day trek to Everest Base Camp where 
night temperatures plunge to -30C. 

She says: “In the darkest days after my 
diagnosis, I could never have imagined 
doing something like this 10 years on.” 

“I know it’s something I’m going to 
remember for the rest of my life, although 
I still can’t quite believe I’m doing it. 

“I appreciate every minute of the past 
10 years and I think a great way to 
celebrate that is to do something 
challenging and out of my comfort zone 
and remind myself how lucky I am.” ^ 
Sally, best known as Coronation 
Street factory worker and former 
mayor Sally Metcalfe, will pack 
her rucksack and jet to Kath¬ 
mandu, Nepal, in the autumn 
for the sponsored trek in aid of 
charity Prevent Breast Cancer, 
of which Sally is a patron. 

Sally says: “I remember in 
my early 20s somebody telling 
me Nepal was the most beau¬ 
tiful place they’d ever been. 

Since then I’ve wanted to go. 

“Me and my husband Tim 
love going to the Lake District 
and walking. We’ve talked 
about doing Base Camp 
Everest all our married life, so 
when the charity said do you 
fancy doing it?’ I said: ‘Oh 
my God. That would 1 
the perfect challenge’. It 
a dream come true.” 

Sally will hike across 
mountain trails and 
through Sherpa villages 
until she reaches Base 
Camp at 17,600ft - the 
start of the ascent of 
Everest, the world’s 
highest mountain. 

As well as the cold, 

Sally and the 20-strong 
team will face altitude 
sickness due to the 
reduced oxygen. 

The actress lives in 
Manchester with 
Emmerdale script¬ 
writer Tim, 57, and 
their three children 
actress Phoebe, 23, 
student Sam, 21 
and Hattie, 15. 

Sally has begun 
gentle prepara¬ 
tion with running, 
swimming and 
walking. Soon she 
heads to the Lake

but acknowledges the climb 
will not be easy 
Apparently we sleep 
in tea houses, little 
buildings with 
heating,” Sally says.

It was a dark time but Sally refuses to 
dwell on those difficult years. 

“I don’t really think about it in a 


negative way now, because I’m hoping 
that’s the end,” she says firmly. 

Sally has since became a convert to 
healthy eating and is a devotee of the 
Deliciously Ella cookery books, which 
champion plant-based and natural foods. 

“Tim is vegetarian, so I’ve eaten mainly 
vegetarian in our married life anyway, 
but I’m much more aware of eating less 
red meat now,” she says. 

“I try to exercise a bit more 
and I check my boobs in the 
shower, to make sure I can’t 
feel any lumps. I’m just 
more aware of it now.” 

Sally still has annual 
mammograms and will 
finally come off breast 
cancer drug Tamox¬ 
ifen later this year. 

And although 
memories of 
her illness 
have been 
pushed to 
the back of 
her mind, 


she admits the experience has changed 
her. “I hope I’m more understanding, 
more humble and more grateful and that 
I appreciate things more,” she says. 

“I think anything like that - where you 
go through something that you didn’t 
think you were going to face - is bound 
to change you and your outlook.” 

Lancashire-born Sally joined Corrie in 
1986 aged 22 - and 33 years later remains 
as devoted to the show as ever. 

Her storylines have included 
marriages to Kevin Webster and 
Tim Metcalfe, being 
wrongfully jailed for 
fraud and falling 
through the 
Underworld 
factory roof as 
it collapsed. 

Viewers 
recently 
saw her bid 
a tearful fare¬ 
well to her 
sister Gina, 
played by 


Connie Hyde, after burying the hatchet 
following a long-running feud. 

“I felt terrible being awful to her, 
because Connie is so lovely’’ Sally laughs. 

“I couldn’t bear it, we’re best friends off 
screen and I adore her. I’m not like that 
at all. I never hold a grudge. There are too 
many things to worry about in life.” 

Later this year Sally plans to take part 
in the “10-year challenge”, where social 
media users share a decade-old picture. 

“I’ll probably do a picture with no hair 
and one of me now with the team trek¬ 
king,” she says. “It’s a great way to raise 
awareness and hopefully I’ll raise loads 
of money for Prevent Breast Cancer.” 

And Sally feels on top of the world. 

“I keep saying to the kids you measure 
success by waking up in the morning and 
going, 1 love my job!”’ she beams. 

“I’ve got three fabulous children 
and I’m married to a very special man - 
I feel very lucky’

Prince terror 
threat man's 
jail term cut

AN internet terrorist jailed 
for life after urging follow¬ 
ers to target Prince George 
at school had his mini¬ 
mum sentence cut from 25 
to 18 years yesterday. 

Husnain Rashid, 32, 
posted a photograph of the 
prince outside his school 
and wrote: “Even the royal 
family won’t be left alone.” 

He was in communica¬ 
tion with an ISIS fighter in 
Syria and advised terror¬ 
ists around the globe on 
poisons and explosives. 

But the Court of Appeal 
in London heard Rashid, of 
Nelson, Lancs, wants to be 
deradicalised and had 
incited acts of terror, but 
did not co-ordinate them. 

Appeal judge Lord 
Justice Holroyde said: “The 
judge was not correct to 
find that the appellant had 
co-ordinated others to 
carry out acts of terrorism.”

Riley Jackson was in his 
mum’s bedroom when the 
fire broke out.

She eventually had to 
flee the burning home in 
Ilkeston, Derbys, with her 
older daughter Grace. 

Riley, described as a 
“happy, high-spirited boy”, 
was found dead on top of 
the mattress by firefighters. 

Investigators said the 
hot halogen light bulb in 
the bedside lamp came 
into contact with a 
“combustible material”. 

Coroner Dr Robert 
Hunter described it as a 
“tragic accident”.

FIRE Notre Dame & Grenfell Tower 

during the French Revolu¬ 
tion. 

Notre Dame WILL once 
again witness events of 
great joy and pride. 

The same cannot be said 
for the 72 people who died 
when fire swept through 
Grenfell Tower in London 
almost two years ago. Their 
plight was a real tragedy. For their 
families, it is a tragedy that will 
never end. 

But within hours of the Notre 
Dame blaze, more than 500 million 
euros (around £430million) had 
been raised for its repair. 

The French super-rich lined up 
to support the rebuilding of a 
structure with donations rolling in 
from the owners of Louis Vuitton 
and L’Oreal. The equally wealthy 
super-rich of British were less keen 
to support the rebuilding of lives 
after Grenfell. 

A total of £28m was raised in 
charitable donations then - mostly 
from ordinary people who’d 
those horrific scenes at 
e on their TV screens. A 
further £80m came from central 
government. 

Admittedly, these are big 
numbers. But they’re tiny in 
comparison to the speed and 
size of the Notre Dame 
donations. 

The way we spend our money 
defines us. So what does it say 
about us as a human race when 
we’re faster to spend it on planks of 
wood than on people? 

Not just on Grenfell, but else¬ 
where - like those thousands of 
people recently impacted by 
flooding around the world. Or even 
those who’ve had to withstand 
another winter living on the streets 
in Britain. Maybe it’s because those 


people will never look as attractive 
as a lead-vaulted ceiling. Maybe it’s 
because those people will never be 
paraded as a tourist attraction or 
as proof of a patron’s generosity. 

An atheist may say money raised 
this week would be better served 
doing good rather than recreating 
a building which purports to do 
good. And surely any of us must say 
that how ever sad it is to see a 
building burn, this is not a tragedy. 

We should save our tears and 
our generosity for those whose 
losses can never be mended with 
wood and plaster.

BATTERED high streets 
are set to enjoy a much- 
needed Easter boost - with 
rising numbers of shoppers 
shelling out close to £2bil- 
lion this weekend.

Springboard said the 
expected uplift is partly due to 
Easter falling later this year.

That did not stop one of music’s 
biggest stars lining up to pay tribute to 
the songwriter, who died yesterday aged 
83. Sir Tom Jones, who co-wrote 
with Les hits Delilah and It’s Not 
Unusual, said: “So sorry to hear the 
news of the passing of my 
friend and colleague. 

“Les was a gifted 
songwriter and 
arranger instru- 
mental in 
penning many a 
hit, including 
two important 
songs for me... 

Les was a lovely 
man, a legend in . 
the world of 
songwriting whose 
legacy will live 
through his music.” 

His songs have been 
recorded by Elvis, Frank 
Sinatra, Otis Redd¬ 
ing and Bing Crosby.

He also played piano on the original

Reed was also well-known to Leeds

Reed, who wrote more than 2,000 
songs and was producer or arranger on 
more than 5,000 recordings, also served 
as a pianist in The John Barry Seven and 
conducted his own orchestra. 

His family said in a statement: “We 
are all so immensely proud of everything 
Les achieved in his incredible lifetime. 

“We know his name will be 
remembered for what he 
did for music and that 
he will always live 
through his songs 
and composi¬ 
tions for the rest 
of time.” 

Reed, of 
Hampshire, 
who was born 
in Woking, 
Surrey, once 
said: “Elvis was a 
fan. People have 
told me he’d often 
talk about the 
arrangements I did for 
Tom and Engelbert. 

“When I started 
playing with my combo, 
I used to emulate Floyd Kramer. I 
thought he was one of the greatest 
country pianists. Years later, Floyd 
became a session player with Elvis, and 
Elvis would tell Floyd, ‘Play it exactly like 
Les.’” Of Delilah, he said: “Some

Reed is survived by his 
daughter Donna, who he had 
with late wife June, and grand¬ 
sons Alex and Dom.

She is reported to have told the duty 
judge that Ms Garrity punched her in the 
face after intervening in a row she was 
having with another friend. 

Cole, from London, also claimed her 
pal was injured by accident after parts 
of a glass she threw on the floor hit her. 

Police are continuing the probe and 
Cole was remanded on suspicion of 
“wounding with a dangerous weapon”. 

Sources said any prosecution could 
depend on whether Ms Garrity makes a 
formal complaint to police. 

Ms Garrity, from Irvine, Ayrshire, 
moved to Middles¬ 
brough after joining up. 

A British Army 
spokeswoman said: “We 
are aware of an incident 
involving two off-duty 
soldiers in Spain.

NO way was Micah Herndon going 
to give up on this race. 

Crossing the line on hands and knees, 
the US Marine veteran completed the 
Boston Marathon he had run in honour 
of the late Mirror journalist Rupert 
Hamer and his own fallen comrades. 

Micah was with Rupert, 39, the 
Sunday Mirror’s defence correspondent, 
in Afghanistan when he died along with 
US marines Mark Juarez 
and Matthew Ballard. 

A roadside bomb 
planted by the 


Taliban in January 2010, killed the three 
men, while Mirror photographer Phil 
Coburn lost both of his legs. 

In Monday’s marathon, Micah, 31, ran 
out of running steam but in incredible 
show of courage he completed the last 
four miles by walking and crawling. He 
achieved a time of 3hrs 38mins. 

Earlier he said: “I run in honour of 
them. They are not here any more. I am 
here, and I am able.” 

Later he said he found the strength to 
keep going by repeating the names of 
the three men: “I just keep saying their 
names out loud. I run for them and 
their families.” 

Micah’s trainers were threaded 
with three golden plates with the 
names Hamer, Juarez and Ballard. 

Now an electrician, he served in 
Afghanistan with a Marines unit 
nicknamed the Lava Dogs. 
Recovering from the race, he 
posted on Lacebook: “Pain. 
Blood. Sweat. Tears” and the 
hashtag #4ballard 
hamerjuarez”

ORIGINAL Emmerdale cast 
member Frazer Hines says he wants 
to come back from the dead and 
return to the soap.

Twice-married Frazer 
appeared in TV shows such 
as Dalziel and Pascoe and 
Outlander after leaving 
Emmerdale.

H ere’s Britain’s hardest-working 
family, six siblings, aged 67 to 
90, who think retirement is a 
dirty word and still work up to 
18 hours a day, seven days a week. 

Joan Ward, 90, is the nation’s oldest 
greengrocer, Gordon Bird, 84, is a 
newsagent, Gilbert Bird, 80, has a 
carpet shop, Patricia Luhrs, 79, runs a 
cafe, Alwyn Bird, 75, is a hotelier and 
the baby of the family, Melvyn Bird, 67, 
is a motorbike riding instructor. 

One still chases thieves from his 
shop, another is planning a motorbike 
trip across Russia and the eldest won’t 
let broken bones stop her grafting. 

But ask any of these Barnsley-born 
siblings when they plan to retire and 
they burst into fits of laughter and tell 
you to “stop swearing”. 

Alwyn says: “Retiring is not a word 
to us. We can’t stop working until our 
older sister does.” 

All the clan, who between them 
have 15 children, 18 grandchildren and 
five great-grandchildren, still drive, 
own their own homes and have never 
claimed benefits. 

They put their work ethic down to 
a “tough childhood”. Some started 
work aged three and six on their dad’s 
horse-drawn greengrocery cart. 

They were so poor they couldn’t 
afford toothbrushes or underwear and 
used old fag packets to block up the 
holes in their shoes. It has been a hard 
life, but their positive mental attitude 
drives them on, even now. 

The chatty gang couldn’t stop 
laughing as they spoke to us about 
their “infectious” addiction to work. 

J oan, a mum of three, runs her 
stall single-handedly and has 
worked six days a week for 67 
years. She still drives her Ford 
van collecting her produce and refuses 
to take time off. A few weeks ago she 
fell but was soon back at work 
despite having 10 stitches 
in a bad head wound. 

She says: “People like 
coming in here because 
they get a smile and I 
like chatting to people. 

What’s 90? I feel 60.” 

Her daughter, 

Kate, 60, runs a card 
shop at the same 
market in Wath 
upon Dearne, South 
Yorks, where her 
mum works. 

Kate says: 

“Nobody can retire 
until my mum 
retires because 
she’d frown on us. 

“I once watched her 
packing apples with a 
broken arm. I really 
had to persuade her 
to let me take her to 
the hospital.” 

Gordon was a 
miner for almost 20 
years, working at 
the coal face, before 
starting his newsa¬ 
gent business. He 
starts work at 
Mellors News in 
Cudworth, South 
Yorks, at 4.45am,

seven days a week. 
Gordon says: “I’ve 
sold the Daily 
Mirror for 52 years 
and I’ve never 
been late with the 
papers and never 
not delivered. I’ve 
two members of 
staff who are the 
best in the world.

Talking about his 
upbringing, he says: 
“My father was 
brought out of the 
pit, near dead after 
an accident. He had a 
head injury and 


couldn’t work. You couldn’t get social 
security then so he took up a horse and 
cart and started as a greengrocer. 

“Our childhood was very tough, 
basically we had very little to eat 
because it was wartime. 

“I was six when I started going on 
the horse and cart with him to 
Barnsley Market for produce.

Gordon admits he is the joker of the 
family, but crooks targeting his busi¬ 
ness don’t find him that funny.

He says: “I told him I was going to 
confiscate it and he snatched it out of 
my hand and ran out of the shop with 
a girl. I chased them through the car 


park, shouting, ‘He’s a bloody thief’. 
There was video of them so the police 
got their car number.” 

O n another occasion thieves 
fleeing his shop were pelted 
with objects, including a vase, 
from the flat above. Gordon 
says: “My wife was worried she was 
going to be next out the window.” 

Dad-of-one Gilbert has run G & E 
Carpet Shop in Glossop, Derbys, for 48 
years after starting out as a slaugh¬ 
terman and then sheepskin salesman. 

He says: “I work six days a week, if 
I’m lucky Sometimes I only work five 
if my grandson helps out on a 
Saturday’’ Asked what he loves about 
his job, he says: “The lifting. It keeps 
you fit picking up carpet and underlay’

1 Heat oven to 160C/fan 
I 140C/gas 3. Grease a 
deep 23cm cake tin and line 
the base with greaseproof 
paper. Place the butter, 


white chocolate, milk and 
vanilla extract in a small 
saucepan then heat gently, 
stirring, until melted. 
Combine the flour, bicarb 
and sugar in a large bowl 
with a pinch of salt, then 
stir in the melted 
ingredients and eggs until 
smooth. Pour the batter 
into the tin, then bake 
for 1 hr, or until the cake is 
golden and a skewer 
inserted into the centre 
comes out clean. Cool in the 
tin. Once cool, the cake can 
be wrapped in clingfilm and 
foil, then frozen for up to 1 
month.

Dear Coleen

I've had boyfriends but not a 
serious relationship in that time. I 
still have feelings for him, but he 
hurt me very badly. He's always 
been emotionally immature, but 
maybe he's grown up. Would I be 
mad to give him another chance? 



Coleen says 

If you give him another chance, it 
should be on your terms and you 
should take it very slowly. He must 
prove he's trustworthy and serious 
about his commitment. If it's what 
he really wants, he should move 
back home, find his own place and 
you should date again. 

Don't jump straight back into a 
relationship (or bed). You need to 
give yourself time to judge if it's 
right for you. He can't expect to 
waltz back into your life after what 
happened just because things 
haven't gone well for him. 

Think about the impact on the 
kids too, and managing their 
expectations. What if he moved in 
and things turned pear-shaped? 
That would be confusing for them 
and they'd have to go through the 
trauma of their dad moving out all 
over again.

Please can you help me before I 
destroy my life? I’m 53 and was 
married for nearly 32 years before my 
ex left me for a woman 20 years 
younger than him with two young kids. 

I met him at school when I was 13 
and he was 15, and it was love at first 
sight. We’ve had some brilliant years 
and some difficult ones too, with 
redundancy, money, health and 
bereavement issues. 

We were very much in love and he 
was my best friend, lover and soul 
mate. Then he left me three years ago 
at Christmas and I just can’t get over 
it and move on. 

I’m desperately sad, I cry every day 
and I had to take two months off work 
because I had a meltdown and I am 
seriously destroying myself. 

I’ve had several sessions of counsel¬ 
ling, but it’s not really helping. I just 
want my life to go back to how it was 
with my husband. 

He’s engaged to this new woman 
now and I’m dreading him getting 
married.

Coleen says 

I can’t answer why he left the marriage, 
but I do know that you can’t expect 
your life to go back to how it was. It’s 
really tough, but you have to accept 


that he’s getting married and, from 
what you’ve said, it doesn’t seem as if 
there’s any way back. 

I think you can’t move on because 
you’re not allowing yourself to do so. 
You really have to close the door on the 
past and focus on the future. Stop 
putting all your energy into thinking 
about him and what he’s doing and 
think about yourself. 

You’re right - he won’t be spending 
all his time considering you. 

Look, I know it’s not easy. You can 
either let it ruin the rest of your life or 
you can fight back and be happy again. 
And there is light at the end of the 
tunnel - even if it’s just a speck at the 
moment. You’ve survived the worst of 
it and now you need to stop just 
surviving and start living again. 

I think it’s extra hard in your case 
because you met when you were so 
young and you’ve never really known 
anything different. But, I promise, you 
can make another life for yourself and 
you should accept all the support 
going from friends and family.

It has transported us up mountains, across 
deserts, into the clouds, deep under the ocean

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DEBT charities are breathing a 
sigh of relief after the Government 
announced it is clamping down on 
its own heavy-handed tactics to 
chase council tax arrears. 

It has promised to no longer send 
in the heavy mob when people get 
behind with this essential bill and 
treat those struggling more fairly 

This follows widespread criticism 
from the Treasury Committee, 
charities and debt organisations 
about the ruthless way arrears have 
been pursued by local councils. 

In October last year a report on 
household finances by the Treasury 
Committee slammed the debt collec¬ 
tion practices of public authorities. It 
described bills as being “pursued 
over-zealously, uncompromisingly 
and with routine recourse to bailiffs”. 

Stepchange Debt Charity says 
almost of third of those responsible 
for paying council tax are in arrears 
when they seek help with debt - and 
many are being hounded by bailiffs 
turning up at their home. 

The group has seen countless 
examples of people receiving threat¬ 
ening letters - that frighten people 
and actually make them less likely to 
respond - extremely high fees and 
charges that can make small debts 
escalate into huge ones. 

PURSUED 

Richard Lane, head of external 
affairs at StepChange Debt Charity, 
said: “Among StepChange clients 
responsible for paying council tax, 
30% last year were in arrears on it at 
the time they sought help from us. 

“Generally people get behind 
because they simply don’t have the 
money to pay it, yet too often local 
authority debt-collection practices 
don’t chime with this, and people find 
themselves being pursued in heavy- 
handed and frightening ways, 
including frequent use of bailiffs. 

“Yet it doesn’t have to be like this, 
as some of the more enlightened local 
authorities are demonstrating. 

“The Government is taking some 
very positive steps by introducing the 
new debt Breathing Space, but it’s 
important this is matched by enlight¬ 
ened debt-collection practices by 
local authorities themselves.” 

PayPlan, which offers free debt 
advice, has seen a drastic rise in the 
number of people speaking to its 
advisers about council tax problems 
- in particular those who are strug¬ 
gling with the way it is collected. 

Alistair Chisholm from 
PayPlan said: “It can be diffi¬ 
cult to set up repayment 
arrangements with councils, 
so we often provide advice 
and support to people who 
are frightened and struggling 
to cope with the demands of 
bailiffs.

“Imprisonment

individuals and families, and does 
nothing to pay the debt to the council 
concerned.” 

Ministers have announced there will 
be new guidance for councils to improve 
the way they recover unpaid council tax. 

They say this will create a fairer and 
more compassionate debt recovery 
system that will give vulnerable people 
who fall behind with council tax 
payments greater protections from 
aggressive debt enforcement. 

This includes ensuring people 
are properly assessed and given 
enough time to pay off arrears at 
an affordable rate. 

Local Government Minister 
Rishi Sunak said: “Council tax 
collection is essential to running 
public services, like caring 
for those most at risk, 
collecting bins and 
keeping our transport 
networks running. 


The experiences of some 
innovative councils show 
that council tax collection 
rates can be improved 
without resorting to the 
unfair treatment of vulner¬ 
able people. 

“That’s why I’m pushing 
forward work to make the 
council tax collection system 
fairer and more efficient - so 
people are treated with 
compassion while services 
get the funds they need.” 

Fairer council debt collection is 
achievable and it can work in a council’s 
favour, meaning more of the arrears get 
paid and end up in the local authority’s 
pocket - rather than filling the coffers of 
bailiff firms. 

St Albans City & District Council, for 
example, has built stronger connections 
with the debt advice sector to create a 
system that determines residents’ ability 
to pay. Council staff refer vulnerable resi-

dents to debt advice services 
and hold off from applying to 
the courts for Liability Orders 
(which give councils the 
powers to collect debt), 
unless payments run beyond 
12 months or if multiple 
payment arrangements are 
broken. 

This has led to the council 
being able to maintain high 
collection rates - 98.9% in 
2017/18, compared to an 
average of 97.1% across England. 

North Warwickshire Borough Council 
has high collection rates too at 98.6%, 
thanks to its common sense approach of 
supporting vulnerable households via its 
Financial Inclusion Partnership, which 
helps residents access the right 
information and services according to 
their needs. 

By putting assessments of what people 
in financial difficulty can afford at the 
heart of their processes, the council has

TOO many of us spend too much effort 
making little decisions rather than facing 
up to the big issues in our lives. 

People either feel they don’t have enough 
mental resources to make the right choices 
when it comes to tackling difficult decisions 
- or they simply make the excuse they don’t 
have the time, Scottish Widows research 
reveals. 

But when it comes to making our minds up 
about much simpler choices that should be 
way down the priorities list, we’re very good 
at that. 

More than half surveyed by the insurance 
company said they always make the best 
possible choice when picking their holiday 
destination. 

While one in five was proud of putting a lot 
of effort into deciding what to eat for their tea 
on a typical week night. 

But less than a third said they do this when 
dealing with their pension arrangements. 

It’s the same when it comes to other 
areas of our finances - more than half told 

Scottish Widows they hadn’t made a _ 

decision on whether they need to 
purchase critical illness cover, and 
two in five hadn’t even sorted out life 


insurance. 

A fifth admitted to putting off 
financial tasks because they felt it 
was too time-consuming. Similar 
numbers of people find it too 
stressful. 

Robert Cochran, retirement expert 
at Scottish Widows, said: “It’s easy to 
get caught up when dealing with day- 
to-day decisions in our hectic lives, 
but this is stopping many of us from spending 
the right amount of time making 
important decisions 
which can impact our 
financial wellbeing. 

“While auto-enrol- 
ment has brought 
millions of savers into 
the fold, it’s not a silver 
bullet and we must all be 
more engaged with our 
retirement savings if we 


want to be better at planning for our 
future. 

“Pensions can seem complex but the key is 
finding out how much you are currently 
saving each month. Use online calculators 
and tools to help you decide if this will be 
enough for the retirement you want. 

‘And if it’s not, try to save a little more each 
month.” 

Prof Mark Fenton-O’Creevy, professor of 
organisational behaviour at The Open Univer¬ 
sity Business School and an expert on finan¬ 
cial decision-making, says when it comes to 
making important decisions about our lives 
it is easier to tackle if we create the mental 
space to deal with them. 

He said: “Putting lots of time and effort into 
everyday choices not only reduces our time 
and mental resources for more important 
decisions, it can be a way of avoiding difficult 
choices we should be making. 

“The good news is that it is possible to 
make small changes to create more mental 
space for better choices - from planning 
when and where we tackle life admin to 
recognising when we’re not in 
the right frame of 
mind to make

could make a big impact on our mental well¬ 
being.” Mark’s tips to help make hard deci¬ 
sions easier are: 

Plan when and where you do your life 
admin. Pick a quiet location free of 
distractions, such as the television or children, 
and choose a time when you know you will 
be feeling refreshed and able to give it your 
full attention 

2 Become adept at weighing up when 
you’ve had a difficult day or are feeling 
emotionally vulnerable. 

You will be more likely to give in to impulses 
rather than thinking things through carefully. 
Allow yourself to recover before making 
important decisions. 

3 Avoid important decisions when you’ve 
skipped a meal. Low blood sugar can 
increase decision fatigue and reduce self- 
control (that is one reason diets can be hard 
to stick to). 

4 Help restore your capacity for difficult 
decisions. There is good research 
evidence for the benefits of moderate exer¬ 
cise, getting outside in a natural environment 
and even short periods of mindfulness medi¬ 
tation to improve mental energy. 

5 Don’t sweat the small stuff. Consider 
whether you are putting too much time 
and mental energy into small, unimportant 
decisions and activities as a way of avoiding 
the tougher choices. 

It is all too easy to let urgent but unimpor¬ 
tant choices crowd out space for impor¬ 
tant but less urgent decisions. 

Professor Fenton-O’Creevy added: “Our 
ability to make choices is like a muscle - it 
gets exhausted and we need time to 
recover. 

“This is especially true of choices that 
require hard thinking or involve difficult 
emotions. 

“Life is becoming more complex 
and for many, more stressful. 
“This ‘decision fatigue’ can 
reduce our mental energy for 
making important life choices 
I and could lead to some people 
missing out because they’ve 
avoided making decisions or 
made poor choices.”

SMALL FIRMS SHOULD BE THINKING BIG 


At the beginning of 2018 there were 
5.6 million small and medium-sized 
businesses, accounting for 60% of 
all private sector employment in 
Britain, according to the Federation 
of Small Businesses. 

SMEs are the lifeblood of the UK 
economy and are growing in 
importance. The Government has 
said that effective provision of 
finance is key to their future and 
continued growth.

used, such as for investing in 
equipment or supporting the 
business's cash flow.

Banks want to help support 
businesses but you need to 
prove the credit-worthiness of 
your firm by demonstrating 
you are a trustworthy person 
to lend to, and explaining how your 
business will make money.

"Although 50,000 of our colleagues 
are already on this contract, in the 
interests of fairness and to achieve 
the necessary level of flexibility we 
need all of our colleagues to be on the 
same terms." 

He added that increasing the take- 
home pay of more than 100,000 staff 
would cost at least £80million. 

McDonagh said: "Of course I 
welcome any increase in basic pay, but 
I am appalled this is being used as a 
smokescreen to slash salaries of 3,000 
of their most loyal staff." 

McDonagh fought similar contract 
changes at Sainsbury's, which is 
currently trying to salvage a mega¬ 
merger with Asda after competition 
watchdogs raised big concerns.

AMIR KHAN'S trainer Virgil 
Hunter believes he "could have 
achieved more" in a brutally 
frank assessment of the 
fighter's career. 

Khan may be an Olympic silver 
medallist and former unified world 
light-welterweight champ, but 
Hunter feels he had “too much, too 
soon” in a fight career which peaked 
seven years ago when the Brit last 
held a world title. 

That frustrates Hunter because 
he believes Khan had the talent to 
be a multi-weight world champion, 
like Saturdays opponent at Madison 
Square Garden, Terence Crawford. 

While Khans career has tapered 
off in recent years, Crawford’s has 
gone supersonic since he won his 
first world title against Ricky Burns 
in Glasgow in 2014. 

“Of course, he could have 
achieved more, his ability is insane,” 
said Hunter. “What he was gifted 
with, you take that and max it out. 

“But I think he had too much, too 
soon. You don’t think you have to 
work any more. You think you’ve 
arrived, when you haven’t. 

“Your promoter can get you to the 
title, he can get you to the belt. If you 
put bums on seats, they will 
manipulate the governing bodies to 
get you there. 

“I think once he got there, I don’t 
know the full story, but his approach 
was he thought he’d arrived. 

“He had people in his ear telling 
him how great he was. He had some 
great performances, like Paul 
Malignaggi and Zab Judah. They 
were all illusions and stopped him 
thinking he wasn’t good enough yet 

- and stopped him looking ahead. 

“In this sport, you have to keep 

looking ahead. That’s the whole key’ 

Hunter feels Khan’s brutal KO by 
Saul ‘Canelo’ Alvarez in May 2016 
was a shattering blow, not just for 
his body, but for his career. 

Khan, 32, lost two years out of the 
ring as he battled a hand injury, 
which nearly forced him to quit, and 
Hunter says he should have ignored 
Canelo and accepted the offers for 
world-title fights. 

“I think if the decision had not 
been made to make the Canelo fight, 
things might have been different,” 
said the American cornerman. 

“He had the option of other fights 

- I think Danny Garcia was 
champion, Keith Thurman was 
champion. He had the opportunity 
to compete with these people. 

“Instead, they took the Canelo 
fight, which I was totally against, 
and that was a major setback. 

“It broke my heart to see him lying 
there, and it didn’t have to happen. 

“He tells me now he didn’t want 
the fight, but he didn’t want people 
to think he was scared. 

“He was on a roll before Canelo. 
He had beaten Devon Alexander 
and that was when he was putting 
it all together. 

“If he had built on that, and taken 
each fight seriously, he could have 
gone on a great run.”

KHAN'S FOCUS IN THE BAG

VIRGIL HUNTER watched Amir Khan 
walk into the gym alone, carrying his 
bag, and smiled to himself. 

It may look no big deal, but, for 
Hunter, it tells him everything he 
needs to know about Khan's mindset 
as he prepares to challenge the 
unbeaten Terence Crawford. 

It shows him that Khan is serious 
and focused on the huge task ahead 
of him in Madison Sguare Garden. 

Gone are Khan's pals, family and 
hangers-on, who used to ferry him 
to and from training, carrying all his 
gear. 

"He used to come with friends 


and have distractions, but now he's 
coming to the gym by himself, 
carrying his own bag/' said Hunter. 

"I always say if you carry your 
own bag, you're your own person. 
He's focused." 

Khan, 32, has kept it simple 
during his preparations for Crawford 
and has only had his wife Faryal and 
baby daughter Alayna staying with 
him in camp. 

He says self-reliance is important 
because no one can help him in the 
ring. 

"Carrying the bag is a symbol," 
said Khan. "There are Olympic and 
world champions in our gym, 


walking in and out every day, but we 
have to be very humble. 

"Sometimes when you have a big 
team, you start relying on people. 
But when you go in the ring, you're 
on your own. 

"I've seen a big change in my 
attitude. Maybe five or six years ago, 
I was a cocky, young kid, who had 
everything very young. 

"I loved cars and watches and was 
suddenly able to afford them. I 
might have come across as cocky 
because I wanted to show them off. 

"The perception people got was 
very different. Hopefully, I have 
changed a lot of people's minds."

VIRGIL VAN DIJK has told his 
team-mates: "You have to 
believe we r ll do the double - 
otherwise you can stay home 
next time." 

The Dutch colossus arrived in 
Porto with his team-mates 
yesterday, insisting it is a great 
time to be a Red. 

They aim to complete the 
demolition of the Portuguese after 
a 2-0 victory at Anfield in the first 
leg, to reach a second 
consecutive Champions 
League semi-final. 

But the Liverpool 
defender insists his 
team must now dare to 
dream they can go 
further and complete a 
memorable double by also 
lifting the Premier League trophy. 

“For us now it is about belief. 
And if you think about it, what is 
eight games? Fingers crossed. You 
have to give everything you have 
got,” he explained. 

“It is going to be tough, we know 
that. But it is a great time to be a 
Liverpool player. We have to, you 
know, just go for it.” 

Liverpool really are in touching 
distance of the ultimate domestic 
and European double - a feat they 


have achieved twice before in their 
glorious history, in 1977 and 1984. 

Those teams were considered 
the greatest of all time in Reds leg¬ 
end, and Van Dijk is not scared of 
the challenge of attempting to join 
those greats in Anfield folklore. 

In a rousing call to his team, he 
said: “You have to believe, 
otherwise you can stay home next 
time. You need that belief’ 

And asked if suggesting they 
have eight games left shows the 
club’s belief, he added: “Yes...you 
have to keep that in mind, 
think that way, that’s what 
we are aiming for. 

“But I did say fingers 
crossed as well! It is still 
something we need to 
believe in, but of course 
we still need to do it too. 

“We are going to believe in 
ourselves to keep going, to reach 
the final again, because that is 
what we are all here for.

JOHN STONES has not 
got the Quadruple memo 
from the manager. Clearly. 

While Pep Guardiola has 
often played down 
Manchester City’s chances of 
an unprecedented clean 
sweep, Stones is positively 
bullish about the prospect. 

And as Guardiola cut a 
pressurised figure ahead of 
the Champions League 
second leg against 
Tottenham, Stones was 
relaxed and relishing the 
brutally tough challenges 
that lie ahead. 

Guardiola (right) would 
only go as far as saying that 
the guarantee of a top- 
four Premier League 
finish was an incredible 
success’. Stones, on the 
other hand, is targeting 
the maximum haul of 
silverware.

He added: “Last season, we 
won the league quite early 
but 100 points had never 
been done before.

Stones is not a guaranteed

1-0 deficit from the first leg 
and make it through to the 
last four in a competition he 
desperately wants to win. 

He said: “It is something 
we are all dreaming of and all 
want to achieve. The Premier 
League and Champions 
League are both so important 
for our history as a club. 

“The Champions League is 
something we have not got 
and something we 
want to put in the 
trophy cabinet.” 

Stones has not 
been an 
automatic 
choice but insists 
he will be ready 
to deal with the 
intensity of the 


two games against Spurs and 
next Wednesday’s derby at 
Old Trafford. 

He said: “You get the best 
out of yourself when you are 
under this sort of scrutiny 
and you find within yourself 
who you are as a player. 

“To be involved in those 
big games, it is a privileged 
position and we have got to 
take every opportunity’ 

As he spoke on the 
eve of the 
showdown with 
Spurs, Stones 
had not been 
told whether he 
will feature from 
the off. 

He might well 
get his chance if 


Guardiola decides to shift 
Aymeric Laporte into the 
problematic left-back slot. 

Whatever his role, Stones 
will be ready, adding: “If it is 
five minutes, 20 minutes, full 
game, whatever, you have to 
be ready to fight for the team, 
to be unselfish. 

“Everyone is together here. 
Everyone knows how big the 
game is and how important 
it is to us as a club. It is a 
massive occasion. 

“For the rest of the season 
we have everything to play 
for and we have to enjoy the 
pressure and roll with it and 
believe in ourselves.” 

And in Stones’ case, that 
means believing in the 
Quadruple.

HUGO LLORIS says Spurs are 
braced for an early onslaught 
from a fired-up Manchester 
City - insisting that they are 
"ready to suffer". 

The keeper, whose penalty save 
from Sergio Aguero in last week’s 
Champions League quarter-final 
denied City, before Son 
Heung-min (below) got the 
first-leg winner for the London¬ 
ers, is prepared for a busy evening. 

But he fired a warning to Pep 
Guardiola’s men that Tottenham 
remain capable of hurting them 
on the counter attack on a night 
when the home side cannot 
afford to concede. 

“From one game to 
another, the football 
can change very 
quickly’ said Lloris. 

“It is all about the 
mentality, the spirit, 
to have the same 
idea of football 
together and then of 
course we are ready to suffer 
because tomorrow we are going 
to suffer. 

“But we know we can make the 
game difficult for them, too. It is 
just about enjoying being at this 
stage of the competition, being 
ready to compete. Momentum is 
very important.” 

Lloris’ penalty save after 13 
minutes proved a key moment in 
the first leg, with Ilkay Gundogan 
admitting City reacted badly to 
the setback. 

“I don’t think it is the only 
reason because we made such an 
effort to win this game, but it was 
a key moment,” added Lloris. 

“But it is going to be a different 
game. We have a small advantage, 
but everything can turn quickly. 

“It is important to come here 
with ambition, to stick with our 
basics and, if we come here with 
the mentality to score goals, it 
will make it harder for Man City. 
We know we will have to suffer. 

“We know in the Champions 
League in a double confrontation 
it is always important not to 


concede a goal at home. It can ■' 
help you for the return game. 

“But we are going to face one 
of the best teams in Europe, they 
can make the difference at any 
moment and score a lot of goals. I 

“One-nil was a good result, but 
we need to forget it. We are going 
to have to use our brains as well, 
but it doesn’t mean we are not 
going to have to run as well. We 
have to finish the game with the 
feeling we have given everything.” 

Spurs are missing Harry Kane 
for the second leg after the striker 
injured an ankle last week. 

But Lloris maintained they are 

not a one-man team. 

He said: “He is very 
difficult to replace, but 
the good thing is 
everyone is ready to 
help the team. 

“We have a 
different profile up 
front and they are 
ready to fight and give 
the maximum for the 
team. It is all about team 
performance.” 

Spurs would be reaching fresh 
ground in Champions League 
football should they make it 
through to the semi-final stage. 

And Lloris said it would be 
further evidence of progress in 
north London under manager 
Mauricio Pochettino. 

“We are in a good position and 
it is a massive opportunity for the 
club to make a big step forward,” 
he said. 

“But no matter what happens 
tomorrow, I think we can be very 
proud of everything.” 

Pochettino believes there are 
still big steps to be made, but 
said: “With our new stadium, we 
need to be contenders to fight for 
the Champions League and the 
Premier League because we need 
the tools to be there. 

“It is going to be tough to find 
a way to be on the same level as 
Real Madrid and Barcelona. 

“For us there is a lot of work 
to be on the level we want in 
the future.”

CHELSEA are ready to 
return to Eden Hazard's 
former club Lille for his 
replacement, Nicolas Pepe. 

The Ivory Coast winger 
(above) has made it clear to 
the French outfit he wants 
to leave this summer. Lille 
have responded by slapping 
a £70million price tag on 
his head. 

The 23-year-old has been 
a smash hit in Liguel this 
season, scoring 19 times 
and assisting a further 11 
goals in just 32 matches. 
The sensational run of form 
has helped lift Lille up to 
second in the table. 

Chelsea, who meet Slavia 
Prague in the Europa 
League at Stamford Bridge 
tomorrow night, are 
resigned to losing Hazard 
at the end of the season as 
the Belgian has just a year 
left on his contract. 

The Blues are fighting 
against the transfer ban 
they have had imposed on 
them by FIFA and have 
lined up Pepe in case their 
appeal is successful. 

Hazard spent five years 
at Lille before leaving for 
London in a stunning 
£32m deal in 2012. The 
28-year-old has since lifted 
two Premier Leagues, the 
FA Cup, League Cup and 
Europa League. 

With the club languishing 
outside the Premier 
League's top four, however, 
Hazard is set to follow up 
his well-documented wish 
to work with Zinedine 
Zidane at Real Madrid. 

Gary Cahill is continuing 
to attract interest from 
West Ham. The former 
England centre-back has 
been out in the cold at 
Chelsea, and is desperate 
for regular first-team 
football. 

He could get his wish this 
week with Antonio Rudiger 
a big doubt for the quarter¬ 
final, second leg. 

Rudiger is having a scan 
to determine the extent of 
the knee injury he suffered 
in Sunday's 2-0 defeat at 
Liverpool. 

Cahill, 33, has made just 
seven appearances this 
term, the last of which was 
against PAOK Salonika five 
months ago.

Manchester United were 
handed a brutal reality check 
here, a sobering reminder of 
just how far they have fallen 
behind Europe’s elite. 

And this result underlines 
the size of the rebuilding job 
facing Ole Gunnar Solskjaer, 
one that proved beyond his 
three predecessors. 

United need a radical 
overhaul this summer, if they 
are to have any hope of sitting 
back at Europe’s top table 
any time soon, with the likes 
of Lionel Messi-inspired 
Barcelona. 

Solskjaer needs a major 
clear-out of players who have 
stayed on too long at United, 
with skipper Ashley Young - at 
fault for the first goal after 16 
minutes - among those who 
are past their sell-by date. 

Young may have been the 
culprit for the opener, his over¬ 
elaboration on the ball proving 
costly, but it was David de Gea 
- well below his best this 
season - who was to blame for 
Messi’s second of the night. 

Even though his midfield 


david McDonnell 


and defence left him exposed, 
by allowing Messi to slalom his 
way into a shooting position, 
De Gea had no one to blame 
but himself for letting a tame 
shot squirm under his body 
and into the net 

De Gea has one year 
left on his contract 
and has yet to agree 
an extension, with 
United adamant they 
will not be forced to 
sell him this summer, 
even if he does not sign a 
new deal before next season. 

But after his howler last 
night, which came at the tail 
end of a season in which the 
28-year-old has lost his aura of 
invincibility, United could do 
worse than cash in on De Gea, 
with Real Madrid ready and 
waiting. The keeper may have 



produced a fine reaction save 
at point-blank range to deny 
Sergi Roberto after, but it was 
too little, too late, with the tie 
beyond United at that stage, 
thanks to his earlier gaffe. 

Then there is the Paul 
Pogba conundrum. Jose 
Mourinho tried and 
failed to get the best 
t out of United’s club- 
record £89million 
signing, and Solskjaer 
(left), after witnessing 
the France World Cup 
winner flourish when he 
arrived, is facing the same issue. 

Real have begun their charm 
offensive to lure Pogba this 
summer, which has coincided 
with the 26-year-old’s sudden 
loss of form. From eight goals 
and six assists in his first 10 
games under Solskjaer, to 


three goals - two from the 
penalty spot - and a solitary 
assist in his subsequent 10, 
Pogba seems to be doing his 
level best to seal a summer exit. 

If ever a moment summed 
up the self-indulgence that so 
often undermines Pogba’s 
prodigious talent, it came in 
the eighth minute, when he 
tried an audacious chip over 
Marc-Andre ter Stegen from 50 
yards, the failed effort drawing 
howls of derision from the Nou 
Camp crowd. 

United have spent around 
£725m on players since Sir 
Alex Ferguson stepped down 
in 2013. Spending £52m on 
Fred, hopelessly outclassed last 
night, was yet more evidence 
of why United need a director 
of football to oversee a strate¬ 
gic recruitment policy. The 


signing of Alexis Sanchez, on 
£500,000 a week, was another 
monumental misjudgment. 

Throwing money around in 
the haphazard way United 
have in recent years has, 
unsurprisingly, not worked, 
with the Europa League, FA 
Cup and League Cup the only 
trophies to show for six years 
of turmoil at a club that once 
prided itself on continuity and 
stability. 

Barca’s third goal - courtesy 
of former Liverpool star 
Philippe Coutinho - only 
served to rub salt in United’s 
wounds. The big prizes have 
eluded them in the six years 
since Ferguson left, and will 
continue to do so. 

Against that backdrop, 
Solskjaer has it all to do to take 
his Red Devils back to the top.

MIRACLES do not happen 
twice. And never in the face 
of such genius. 

The night belonged to Lionel 
Messi, destroying Manchester 
United with the sort of breath¬ 
taking performance which has 
established him as the greatest 
player of this and arguably any 
generation. 

Messi’s first goal was a thing 
of beauty a sensational 20-yard 
left-foot shot curled into the far 
corner at a time when United 
were looking dangerous and a 
genuine threat.

His second was also a 
collector’s item, too, because it 
came after a horrible mistake 
by David De Gea. The keeper is 
supposedly the best in the 
world, but he let a tame, 
routine shot go under his body.

But what can you expect 
when you are asking the likes 
of Fred and an ageing Ashley 
Young to try to stop the world’s 
best player? 

Paul Pogba (above) looked 
like a player who did not want 
to be there but no big club will 
sign him on this evidence. 

It was an embarrassing 
mismatch at times. 

There was never going to be 
another miracle like 1999 when 
Ole Gunnar 
Solskjaer famously 
got United’s 
stoppage-time 
winner in the Nou 
Camp to lift the 
Champions League 
and complete the 
Treble. 

The world has 
changed since then, 

United look also- 
rans on this stage 


and, even though they went for 
the fairytale option by 
appointing Solskjaer, they will 
need a huge overhaul to get 
back to former glories. 

For Barca, while they have 
Messi then anything is possible. 

The five-time Ballon d’Or 
winner turns 32 in June, shows 
no signs of slowing down and 
we should treasure every time 
he steps onto the pitch. 

There was an incredible 
moment just before half-time, 
Messi picked up the ball just 
inside the United half, beat 
poor old Phil 
Jones twice, 
went back and

did it again for good measure 
before then nutmegging him to 
rub salt in the wounds. 

Messi’s lay-off then released 
Jordi Alba, his cross found 
Sergio Roberto and his shot at 
the back post was kept out by 
a desperate block from De Gea 
as the United keeper sunk to 
his knees almost praying for 
mercy. 

The cruel thing for United 
was the hope because they 
actually started well. 

Pogba released Marcus 
Rashford (below) and the 
United No. 10 crashed a shot 
against the crossbar inside 40 
seconds.

But the mood 
changed on 16 
minutes, just after 
Barcelona had
